EDUCATION bosses in 
Oswestry say plans are in 
place to help avoid a local 
“brain drain” following the 
release of new figures which 
show young people are con¬ 
tinuing to desert Shropshire. 

Teenagers are moving away from 
the county for educational and career 
reasons, according to data from the 
Office for National Statistics. 

Latest internal migration figures this week 
revealed that 1,450 15-to-19-year-olds gave up 
a life in Shropshire in the year to June 2015 
with only 670 moving the other way. Business, 
education and civic leaders said it was essential 
Oswestry kept its brightest and best young peo¬ 
ple. North Shropshire College this week revealed 
it is expanding its vocational programme - a de¬ 
cision which means it will discontinue A-levels 
provision for new students at its Oswestry cam¬ 
pus from September. 

Skills 

Principal Jackie Doodson said that while 
A-level provision in the area had increased there 
was a gap for high quality skills development. 

She said: “At North Shropshire College we 
offer an expanding programme of vocational 
courses and apprenticeships, giving our local 
population the skills needed for jobs in this area. 

“The college has established excellent links 
with local employers which is of key importance 
for the future of vocational training. Through 
these links we gain advice on specific skills de¬ 
velopment needs to help with curriculum plan¬ 
ning.” 

Jo White, business and community develop¬ 
ment manager at The Marches School, said: “At 
The Marches School we have a thriving Sixth 
Form as well as strong links with local busi¬ 
nesses which allow those leaving the school to 
transition to suitable vocational opportunities 
in the local area more easily. Furthermore, our 
teacher training school has gone from strength 
to strength, offering young people the ability to 
train to be teachers right here in Oswestry.” 

Oswestry Mayor Paul Milner said schools 
and local authorities were working together to 
offer more to younger people and the work had 
been boosted by the recently established Uni¬ 
versity Centre Shrewsbury. Oswestry Chamber 
of Commerce is looking to transform the town 
centre into a Business Improvement District 
which would attract funding and make the area 
more attractive. The chamber met last night 
(Wednesday) to seek a mandate from its mem¬ 
bers to set up a working party to take the initi¬ 
ative forward. Chamber chairman Neil Jenkins 
said: “While wages may be lower than in some 
parts of Britain, because the cost of living is so 
much lower, it means that disposable incomes 
are higher. Shropshire has a fantastic lifestyle 
to offer to people and to companies looking to 
relocate their staff.”

Eddie inspires the next generation at festival

IT is 28 years since his efforts at the Winter 
Olympics transformed Eddie “The Eagle” 
Edwards into a national hero - and now the 
ski-jumper has been inspiring the next gen¬ 
eration. 

The iconic British sportsman was one of the 
speakers at the Marches Academy Trust Fes¬ 
tival of Education held in Oswestry on Friday. 

The festival was attended by thousands of 
students and teachers from schools across the 
region. 

Although he rose to prominence on British 
TV screens at the 1988 Calgary Winter Olym¬ 
pics, the story of Eddie’s life has been now 
been seen by a new generation in the film of 
his life Eddie the Eagle. 

Speaking after being mobbed by pupils and 


staff wanting pictures with him, he said he 
had been thrilled to share his story, and urged 
the youngsters to follow their dreams. 

He said: “We talked about how I got to Cal¬ 
gary, sleeping in the car, scraping food out of 
bins, sleeping in a mental hospital, borrowing 
equipment. 

“I explained it was hard work, dedication, 
but also resilience and not giving up, and if 
that meant scraping food out of a bin so I 
could stay another week and get more jumps 
in then that was worth doing. 

“So, if things get tough do not give up, think 
of it as a challenge. 

“Don’t give up, if people want to do some¬ 
thing it is about how badly you want it.” 

The Festival of Education was the first to 


take place at the Marches School and is in¬ 
tended to become an annual fixture. It in¬ 
cluded speakers for teachers, staff, and pupils, 
as well as a variety of educational and inform¬ 
ative activities, including Life Long Ago, a 
group teaching pupils about dinosaurs with 
the help of a giant T-Rex. 

Sarah Longville, executive headteacher at 
the Marches Academies Trust, said the pupils 
had been “hanging off every word” of the talk. 

She said the school had been delighted to 
welcome all the speakers and groups who at¬ 
tended the day and would be looking to make 
it an annual fixture. There were more visitors 
to The Marches School on Saturday when the 
school staged its annual family fun day.

Athlete tells of his 
worries over loss 
of leisure centre 

A PARALYMPIAN says the potential loss 
of Oswestry’s leisure centre would have 
“huge implications” on the health and 
wellbeing of town residents. 

Shropshire Council says it cannot af¬ 
ford to keep the centre open and last 
week Oswestry Town Council indicated it 
would likely refuse to take on its running. 

Mark Fosbrook, from Whittington, 
a Great Britain wheelchair basketball 
player, said the centre had been “instru¬ 
mental” in him becoming an elite athlete. 
He said: “It’s a fantastic facility that I use 
on a regular basis, without it I wouldn’t 
have been able to do half of my on-court 
training on my own. It’s been instrumen¬ 
tal for me, and I know for many people in 
the town it’s a hugely important facility. 
If Oswestry were to lose its leisure centre 
it would have a massive impact on peo¬ 
ple’s health and wellbeing, that would be 
worrying.” 

Despite fears for the centre’s future, 
Mr Fosbrook spoke optimistically of the 
options that could be available in order 
to save it. He said: “A trust or private op¬ 
erator could take on the running of the 
centre from the council.” 

Oswestry Town Council said it was 
likely it would not be taking on the run¬ 
ning of the leisure centre, and the town’s 
under-threat library, after being warned 
by the government to protect taxpayers 
from excessive precept increases.

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Opening date on £l5m 
hospital work hit by delay

THE opening of a £15 million op¬ 
erating theatre at Shropshire’s 
orthopaedic hospital has been 
set back by five weeks. 

The theatre and ward development 
at Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital was 
originally due to be opened mid-June 
and was then put back to July 18. 

Now, hospital bosses say this will instead 
be August lwith the first surgical patients 
on August 15. 

Officials at Robert Jones and Agnes Hunt 
Orthopaedic Hospital NHS Foundation 
Trust, which runs the hospital in Gobowen, 
said the delays were “beyond our control”. 

The final building will include four new 
clean-air theatres, a high dependency unit, 
an admission-on-day-of-surgery unit, a 
10-bedded ward and a tumour outpatients 
department. 

The move was discussed at a hospital 
board meeting on Thursday last week after 
Bev Tabernacle, director of nursing at the 
trust, issued an update to staff. 

She said: “This development is going to 
have a massive impact on the quality of 
care we can provide and I am excited be¬ 
cause the first phase of the project is get¬ 
ting close to completion now. 

“Unfortunately, delays beyond our con¬ 
trol mean there has been a slip in the hand¬ 
over date and this has now been revised to 
August 1. 

“We will then have a two-week period to 
get everything ready before the first surgi¬ 
cal patients will enter the new building on 
August 15. 

“Handover was originally scheduled for 
the middle of June and then revised to July 
18. That slippage and this latest delay are 
both down to issues outside of the trust’s 
control which have emerged in the final 
stages of the build. 

“While this is frustrating it is not uncom¬ 
mon on projects of this size, and it is impor¬ 
tant that we get things right. 

“At the end of the day, we are going to 
get a building that is truly world class and 
that is going to allow us to improve the 
already outstanding levels of patient expe¬ 
rience and outcomes that we deliver on a 
daily basis.” 

A new dedicated bone cancer centre with 
inpatient and clinic facilities and a flexible 
multi-use ward will be incorporated into 
the building next to the hospital’s main 
entrance. 


A NURSE who was nominated by 16 col¬ 
leagues has been crowned the winner of a 
health award.

She cares for patients with a good heart.” 


Lisa Kendall, an anaesthetic nurse, also 
put Ann forward for the award, saying that 
Ann has “tireless enthusiasm and passion 
for paediatric services”. ” 

The award-winning nurse said she was 
thrilled to be recognised. 

She said: “It is very humbling to be nom¬ 
inated for this award by so many of my col¬ 
leagues. It really means a lot to me and I 
was shocked when I found out. 

“It is always nice to be recognised for 
doing a good job, but I really believe I am 
part of a fantastic team here and I would 
like to think that I am accepting this award 
on behalf of all of them.” Ann was presented 
with her certificate and Health Hero pin

THE home of The New Saints of 
Oswestry could soon have a new 
name. 

The Welsh league champions and 
treble winners are searching for a new 
sponsor for their ground.

Man fined over 
damage to hotel 

A MAN who smashed a window at a 
seafront hotel has been fined. 

Alan Biggs, 39, of Gate Street, 
Oswestry, admitted causing criminal 
damage and was ordered to pay £335 
in a fine, costs and including £120 
compensation. 

He smashed the window in the 
early hours while drunk after falling 
out with his partner when staying at 
another hotel, magistrates heard. 

“He recalls walking along the prom¬ 
enade looking for somewhere to sleep, 
but not damaging the window,” said 
Tracey Willingham, prosecuting at 
Llandudno. Miss Willingham revealed 
that Biggs had been jailed in Tenerife 
in 2012 for supplying drugs. 

Simon Sargent, defending, said 
after arguing with his partner Biggs 
left the hotel intending to travel home, 
but instead “drank significantly more 
alcohol than intended”. 


Judge issues warning 
over race hate offences

A JUDGE has warned people 
who commit racially-motivated 
hate crimes against immigrants 
in Shropshire will go to jail. 

Judge Jim Tindal, sitting at Shrews¬ 
bury Crown Court, said he feared the 
possibility of recriminations against 
Eastern Europeans following the ac¬ 
tions of a Lithuanian gang. 

The court heard a number of the 120 
homes burgled by the men from July to Oc¬ 
tober last year were in Shropshire. 

The break-ins included a four-bed¬ 
room detached property in Morda, near 
Oswestry, where a kitchen window was 
forced and thieves got away with items in¬ 
cluding a man’s watch, two gold necklaces, 
costume jewellery, 400 Singapore dollars 
and £200 worth of euros. 

Speaking after sentencing Grazvydas 
Kasarauskas, Giedrius Batutis, Tomas Ju- 
ospaitis and Gytis Dambasuskas to a total 
of more than 35 years behind bars, he said: 
“The decision in this case and the sentence 
must not be misunderstood or mis-used. 

“I am fully aware, looking in the real 
world, that there are some people out there 
who will look at this and say ‘this is what 
happens when you have immigrants’. 

“This was a case of organised crime, pure 
and simple. We have had problems with or¬ 
ganised crime in this country through Brit¬ 
ish people for a very long time. 

“The reality is they were offending all 
over Europe. 

“Swedish, Finnish, Danish families suf¬ 
fered pretty much the same as the families 
did here. Crime like this does not respect 
borders, but it does require international 
co-operation. I have been sat here since 
January as the new judge in Shrewsbury 
and I have been made to feel very welcome. 

“In all that time, more or less five 
months, I have dealt with hundreds and 
hundreds of offenders. The vast majority of 
them are British nationals.” 

The judge added: “The law requires any 
court to treat any offence which appears to 
be motivated by racism or bigotry as a sig¬ 
nificant aggravating factor. 

“In some cases, it can turn an offence 
which may not have led to a custodial sen¬ 
tence into one that does. Everyone needs 
to understand not only the importance of 
tolerance, but the fact that the courts will 
take a very hard line on any such offend¬ 
ing.” 


ALMOST 60 protesters lined the 
A483 road near Oswestry on Sat¬ 
urday campaigning for a boycott of 
a travelling circus which uses wild 
animals in performances. 

Peter Jolly’s Circus had three ze¬ 
bras, five reindeer, a camel, llamas, 
a parrot and miniature Zebu Indian 
cattle plus other animals perform¬ 
ing in a big top near Maesbury Road 
for a fortnight. 

Animal rights campaigners waved 
placards from 10am to mid-after¬ 
noon to make their feelings known 
in an effort to get drivers’ support. 
They say wild animals are not suited 
to being kept in captivity for enter¬ 


tainment. Police were called in to 
keep the peace and to keep the road 
safe. 

Back in June the owners of Peter 
Jolly’s Circus hit back at Shrop¬ 
shire protestors who called for their 
shows to be boycotted. 

More than 1,700 people signed 
a petition urging Newport Rugby 
Club to change its mind in letting 
the Peter Jolly’s Circus perform in 
its grounds. 

But, in a statement, the circus said 
the controversy has been greatly 
exaggerated by people, including a 
number of anti-circus groups. The 
statement said: “We are constantly 


accused of cruelty and neglect to our 
animals by these animal rights or¬ 
ganisations, who thrive on spouting 
propaganda to the general public by 
the medium of press, and unfortu¬ 
nately people are misled.” 

Last year, more than 7,500 people 
signed a petition urging the Welsh 
Government to ban the use of wild 
animals in circuses. 

The debate on using wild animals 
in circuses was highlighted again 
when the circus arrived in Oswestry 
and among the animals was a re¬ 
cently born zebra foal who would be 
joining in the performances once it 
was older.

The annual challenge encourages 
primary age children to read six li¬ 
brary books over the summer and as 
they read they collect goodies, includ¬ 
ing a collector wallet, cards, wristband 
and a medal and certificate for com¬ 
pleting the challenge. 

This year’s theme is The Big 
Friendly Read to commemorate the 
fact that Roald Dahl would have been 
a 100-years-old this year. 

The national launch for The Big 
Friendly Read is July 16 and on this 
day, or any time after, people can pop 
into any library including Oswestry, 
Ellesmere and Gobowen Central and 
register. Children who register at 
Oswestry and Ellesmere libraries can 
take part in a Roald Dahl town treas¬ 
ure hunt. 

Music fans' joy at 
Stereophonies gig 

AROUND 20,000 fans, many from the 
Oswestry and Welshpool area, re-lived 
Wales’s historic 3-1 win against Bel¬ 
gium in the Euro 2016 football cham¬ 
pionships with the Stereophonies on 
the big screen at their Wrexham gig 
on Saturday. 

The open-air Racecourse stadium 
roared as the Stereophonies opened 
their two-hour Keeping the Summer 
Alive set with a film of all the goals 
scored by Wales. 

It was the first concert held at the 
football ground since Motorhead and 
Twisted Sister played there in 1982. 

Following the gig organisers Glyn- 
dwr University raised hopes that such 
events could be become a permanent 
fixture in the region’s calendar. 

Choir to stage its 
summer concert

school transport cost row

FAMILIES are being let down by a council’s insistence they must pay 
to transport their children to school, according to a neighbouring 
authority. 

Shropshire Council has hit out Powys County Council over its decision to 
enforce a policy which means parents of 149 Shropshire pupils, some from the 
Oswestry area, attending Llanfyllin High School will no longer have their trans¬ 
port costs subsidised. 

The policy will come into force from 2018 and could cost parents £660 a vem-. Shropshire 

- ^3 - 33 - Council has called on the Mid Wales council 

to rethink the decision, claiming that par¬ 
ents chose the school for their children with 
the belief that they would not face trans¬ 
port costs. 

David Minnery, Shropshire Council’s 
cabinet member for children and young 
people, said it is “not reasonable” to change 
the policy mid term. 

He said: “Shropshire parents are report¬ 
ing to their local councillors that they will 
struggle to afford these increased costs, and 
through no fault of their own. 

“These parents chose to send their chil¬ 
dren to Llanfyllin High School on the basis 
that subsidised transport was provided, and 
it is simply not reasonable to change that 
policy mid-term. 

“Families have been let down by Powys 
County Council and the decent action is to 
honour the agreed arrangement for all 149 
pupils until they leave the school, and not 
pass responsibility on to Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil where it does not belong nor can be rea¬ 
sonably met.” 

Councillor Minnery said that Shropshire 
Council would not be able to subsidise the 
costs at the end of the two-year morato¬ 
rium. 

He said: “Shropshire Council will be un¬ 
able to support these families at the end of 
the two years as our policy is to provide free 
school transport where the nearest school 
is more than three miles from a pupil’s 
home address - and none of the 149 pupils 
meet this criteria.” 

In response Powys County Council 
leader, Councillor Barry Thomas said the 
authority would be responding to Council¬ 
lor Minnery “in due course”. 

He also said the council had agreed to a 
two-year period of grace so as not to punish 
pupils and parents. 

He said: “The cabinet agreed to give the 
school two years to comply with financial 
regulations that prohibit the use delegated 
school funds to subsidise transport in order 
to protect pupils and their parents who 
have been placed in a difficult position 
through no fault of their own.” 


Father calls 
for support 
for petition 

A PETITION urging the Government to 
set up an independent public inquiry into 
abuse at Deepcut Army Barracks needs 
more signatures, according to the father of 
teenage soldier Cheryl James. 

Des James has called on people to sup¬ 
port the campaign to convene an inquiry 
into allegations of physical, sexual and psy¬ 
chological abuse at the Army barracks in 
Surrey between 1993 and 2002. 

The petition has so far collected just 
under 500 signatures. 

His daughter Cheryl was 18 years old 
when she was found dead from a gunshot 
wound on guard duty at the barracks in 
1995. 

Her family, from Llanymynech near 
Oswestry, were left “desperately disap¬ 
pointed” when an inquest ruled last month 
that she had taken her own life. 

During the inquest the coroner was told 
of some of the instances of abuse at the Sur¬ 
rey Barracked. 

But the campaign group Liberty, whose 
lawyers represented Mr and Mrs James, 
said that there are many people who re¬ 
port having been the victim of physical and 
sexual assault, including rape, at Deepcut 
Barracks but whose stories were not able 
to be told at the inquest. 

Cheryl was one of four soldiers who died 
at the army barracks between 1995 and 
2002.

“The competition was high and I stood 
next to so many amazing and talented free¬ 
lancers on that stage. 

“I’m truly grateful for being recognised 
at a national awards and hope to continue 
to further my Welsh language business with 
the prize money and training.”

Partnership working 'is 
key to saving vital services’

A LIBRARY turned community hub shows that by working with the 
support of others, local authorities can help safeguard under-threat 
services. 

That is the view of Shropshire Councillor David Lloyd, who was speaking at 
the relaunch of Gobowen Library, which will now operate as a community hub 
with local groups pledging to work together to help with the running of the 
facility. 

College students will help run the library on certain days of the week as part of their 

work experience, while local officers will 
also host their police surgeries and PACT 
meetings from the building. 

Councillor Lloyd, who serves Gobowen, 
Selattyn and Weston Rhyn on Shropshire 
Council, said: “Reliable sources predict that 
the outcome of the referendum will impact 
on public services. This redesigned facility 
shows that by working with the support of 
others, local authorities can help safeguard 
services that might be at risk. 

“Gobowen Central has the added value in 
providing at one central point a gateway for 
help and guidance. Gobowen Central will 
also provide a base at which others may 
set up hot desks to provide help for those 
within our community.” 

The long-standing councillor said he was 
pleased to have supported fellow Shrop¬ 
shire Councillor on the ward Robert Macey 
in taking the lead in the project. 

He said: “I am also encouraged that 
Shropshire Council’s Local Joint Commit¬ 
tee provided the sounding board for work¬ 
ing with others to safeguard services that 
our communities value.” The scheme has 
received financial backing from Selattyn 
and Gobowen Parish Council, Shropshire 
Town and Rural Housing (Star), the Three 
Parishes Big Local and Shropshire Council. 
Derwen College has also come forward and 
volunteered its students’ services in man¬ 
ning the library on certain days of the week 
during term time. 

North Shropshire College has also ex¬ 
pressed an interest in the facility. It comes 
after earlier this year Shropshire Council 
unveiled plans to cut hours at 12 of the 
county’s libraries in a bid to cut around 
£55,000 from its budget. A consultation 
on the proposals, which include blanket 
changes to close all 12 affected libraries at 
5pm, and from 1pm on Saturdays, ended 
yesterday (Wednesday). Other Shropshire 
Council cuts have also put leisure centres 
in jeopardy. Oswestry Town Council has 
indicated it is unlikely to take over the 
running of the town library or the leisure 
centre. 


Town ready

Town centre streets will be packed with 
local producers on Saturday and Sunday.

BREEZE ABOUT 
TOWN 


There’s a clear message for 
book lovers this week - keep us¬ 
ing your library or watch it being 
closed - and Oswestry Library is 
on the list. Cost-cutters at Shrop¬ 
shire Council are probing every 
possible avenue to claw back 
on expenditure and your local 
library is pretty close to the top 
of their agenda in the ongoing 
search for savings. So they are 
relishing the results of a five-year 
study into falling visitor numbers 
at county libraries which show a 
26 per cent drop since 2011/12 - 
what better evidence could they 
have for closing more branches 
and concentrating on the mobile 
service which has seen visitors 
increase by 40 per cent? 

Seven libraries have already 
been transferred to new local 
community management ar¬ 
rangements and a further two 
libraries, including Gobowen, 
are continuing to be managed 
by Shropshire Council, pending 
the introduction of new local 
arrangements. Discussions are 
also taking place with Oswestry 
Town Council and community 
groups over a potential handover 
of the popular town service. 

On the subject of cuts another 
county council needs to get its 
act together. Cross the Welsh 
border into Powys and you will 
quickly see that the local author¬ 
ity seems to have forgotten its 
duties when it comes to grass 
cutting. The council is blaming 
the new contractors for underes¬ 
timating the task ahead of them 
despite reducing the service we 
have been used to in the past. 
But surely it’s the council that’s 
at fault? There was a duty of 
care to ensure a smooth hand¬ 
over and ensure the new people 
knew exactly what was expect¬ 
ed of them. And you can expect 
the situation to get worse. The 
council is cutting back on “street 
scene” services - that means 
bins and street cleaning and 
generally keeping our towns and 
villages tidy places to live and 
visit. It wants local councils to 
take the service off their hands 
but isn’t prepared to pay any¬ 
where near enough to fund the 
service to an acceptable stand¬ 
ard. 

Interesting developments at 
the BBC with Chris Evans ad¬ 
mitting failure at Top Gear. I’ve 
been rambling on for weeks that 
the ginger one’s ego was too big 
for his own good so his resigna¬ 
tion was no shock with viewing 
figures hitting an all-time low on 
one of my favourite shows.

Holidaymakers opting 
to stay closer to home 


MAT GR0WC0TT looks at 
the growing trend for UK 
families to swap foreign 
travel for a 'staycation' 

THE staycation looks set to 
stick around as families contin¬ 
ue to choose local attractions 
over travelling abroad. 

New figures reveal that about 85 
per cent of people plan to take a do¬ 
mestic holiday between now and the 
end of the year. 

The report, released by Greene King 
Leisure Spend Tracker, comes after a 
Shropshire travel agent claimed the 
county is missing out on millions of 
pounds due to a lack of foreign visitors. 

Janet Redler Travel & Tourism said 
that if just 10 per cent of the visitors 
who go to the Brecon Beacons National 
Park in Mid Wales came to the Shrop¬ 
shire Hills Area of Outstanding Natural 
Beauty, it could boost the local economy 
by as much as £8 million. 

Simon McCloy, chief executive of 
Shropshire Tourism, said that the do¬ 
mestic market is “easy to reach and more 
cost-effective to market to”. 

Richard Aldred, a spokesman for the 
Ironbridge Gorge Museum Trust, said: 
“We continue to see a combination of 
both day visitors coming from across 
Shropshire and the West Midlands, 
alongside visitors staying in the many 
wonderful local BBs, hotels, camp and 
caravan parks and self-catering cottages. 

“From all the feedback we get we know 
that people think that Shropshire is a 
great place to visit, whether it’s just for 
an afternoon stroll along the river or for 
two weeks of exploring the many excel¬ 
lent attractions and enjoying the many 
walks that the county has to offer. 

“We look forward to welcoming many 
more visitors over the summer months

as they come to take part in our many 
family workshops and activities.” 

Most tourist attractions within the 
area said that it was impossible to know 
from their figures whether or not a visi¬ 
tor was a staycationer or someone trav¬ 
elling from further afield. 

However, figures have been up for 
Shropshire tourism so far this year, and 
businesses are hoping that the trend 
continues. 

Michelle Morgans, a spokeswoman 
for RAF Museum Cosford, said: “It’s 
very difficult to determine if our visi¬ 
tors are as a result of people holidaying 
at home. 

“Our visitor numbers so far this year 
are up compared to the same period last 
year and we hope that this trend con¬ 
tinues for the rest of this year.” 

The staycation took off during the 
economic downturn and looks set to 


stay for the foreseeable future. Instead 
of leaving the country, holidaymakers 
are choosing to see the sights around 
England, Wales and Scotland or to stay 
at home to visit nearby sites. 

Typical activities of a staycation in¬ 
clude going swimming, visiting muse¬ 
ums or parks or attending festivals. 

Some staycations involve self-set 
rules, such as avoiding making plans, 
only visiting places within a certain dis¬ 
tance of home or shaking up the usual 
routine. The advantages of a more local 
holiday include fewer costs, and less 
stress. Attingham Park, near Shrews¬ 
bury, and Sunnycroft, Wellington, have 
both seen year on year increases of vis¬ 
itors since March 2012, while visitors 
to Dudmaston, near Bridgnorth, have 
nearly doubled. 

Jo Armstrong, marketing and com¬ 
munications consultant for the National 


Trust, said the charity was “experienc¬ 
ing a rise in the number of visitors to our 
special places across Shropshire”. 

She added that the visitor figures 
so far this financial year are showing 
a similar upward trend, despite the 
changeable weather. From the Greene 
King report, households say they are 
“optimistic” about their holiday plans 
despite uncertainty around the outcome 
of the EU referendum, with 71 per cent 
expecting to take at least one trip be¬ 
tween now and the end of the year. The 
average British household spent three 
per cent less on out-of-home leisure in 
May than the same time last year, at a 
total of £207 - likely because the school 
half-term holiday fell in June. The 
amount households spent on drinking 
out increased once more in May, by five 
per cent on April and two per cent year- 
on-year.

I have chaired health meetings 
every two months with health 
providers, local councils and 
other interested parties, since 
the campaign to keep open the 
local maternity unit at Gobowen 
more than 10 years ago. 

The Oswestry Health Group 
has helped pull together health 
provision locally. However it 
continues to be a concern for 
local people; I am clear that the 
current acute arrangements do 
not serve the people of North 
Shropshire well as people face 
a 40-minute journey to A&Es in 
either Shrewsbury or Telford. 

We have seen key clinical spe¬ 
cialities move to more advanced 
hospitals in the West Midlands; 
seriously ill patients have to trav¬ 
el to Stoke for heart and stroke 
treatment. The two separate 
A&Es are struggling to recruit 
enough quality consultants. 

My longstanding preferred 
option for the future is to es¬ 
tablish a state of the art Emer¬ 
gency Care Centre covering the 
whole of Shropshire. This would 
not just attract top class clinical 
specialists but would actually 
bring back skills and services to 
Shropshire, bringing them closer 
to local people. Balancing this, I 
want to see the bulk of care cur¬ 
rently undertaken by the two dis¬ 
tant A&Es delivered much closer 
to home in Urgent Care Centres 
in Oswestry and Whitchurch. At 
the last three meetings of the 
Oswestry Health Group there 
has been unanimous support for 
this proposal. 

In Oswestry we won the case 
to bring x-ray and plastering 
services to the town. This has 
stopped people who have rou¬ 
tine fractures from having to 
travel, in pain, to Wrexham or 
Shrewsbury. These are the sort 
of services I would like to see 
provided by the Urgent Care 
Centres locally, carrying out the 
majority of A&E services with 
only the most serious, life threat¬ 
ening cases travelling to a state 
of the art hospital outside North 
Shropshire. 

However delays in agreeing a 
final plan are now causing further 
problems. 

I was first made aware of the 
problems that Richmond House 
Surgery was facing in the autumn 
and after a series of correspond¬ 
ence was assured that if funding 
did not come through then there 
would be a contingency plan in 
place. I was therefore surprised 
to hear in April that the practice 
intended to close. I organised 
a meeting on Friday with local 
GPs, practice managers and 
a director from the Shropshire 
Clinical Commissioning Group 
to discuss plans for the future 
of primary care in Whitchurch. I 
was pleased that short and long 
term plans have now been pre¬ 
pared. We decided to meet again 
on July 22 once finance for these 
proposals has been agreed.

CAN MY EX STOP ME TAKING OUR CHILDREN 
ABROAD THIS SUMMER? 

Q: I had agreed with my ex that I could take the children abroad on holiday this summer. She is now refusing to give me their passports and is saying she is taking 
them abroad with her new partner. Can she do this? 

A: Provided you are named on the children’s birth certificates and were present at the birth then you have parental responsibility. It is a criminal offence to take 
a child out of the UK without the consent of everybody with parental responsibility unless the court has given permission. However, if an Order has been made 
saying that the children are to live with your ex and she has what used to be called a Residence Order, she may take the children out of the UK for a month at a 
time without consulting you. 

With regard to her partner, it is usually assumed that a parent is able to make a decision as to whom the children should spend time with whilst they are in that 
parent’s care. So unless you have serious concerns as to her new partner’s suitability to be around children there is not much you can do. 

Nevertheless, in relation to your planned holiday, I would suggest that you make an urgent application to the Court for a Specific Issue Order whereby you will 
be asking the Court to uphold the agreement reached between you and the children’s mother that they would go on holiday with you. If the Court makes such an 
Order it will also order the passports to be delivered up to you. 

When considering whether to make the Order, the Court will simply have regard to whether the holiday is in the ‘best interests’ of the children, as per the Children 
Act 1989. A solicitor can advise help you with the application.

New commissioner 
has to make abuse 
his major priority

Cuts in local funding need to be reversed 
to provide strategic solutions for family 
housing options; face to face support for vic¬ 
tims; programmes to help victims; a fund¬ 
ing commitment for refuges and charities 
dealing with domestic violence; education 
and awareness to bring about long-term 
changes in behaviour; police training to 
provide a sensitive response that results in 
more effective prosecution and support for 
victims. This should be a priority for the 
commissioner and we hope he will respond 
positively.

NORTH Shropshire College is expanding 
its vocational programme - a decision 
which means it will discontinue A-levels 
provision for new students at its Oswestry 
campus from September. 

Principal Jackie Doodson, said that, 
while A level provision in the area had in¬ 
creased, there was a gap for high quality 
skills development. 

She stressed that learners who were 
currently studying at the college would be 
able to finish their A-levels. 

The decision has led to some job losses 
for A-level lecturers however Mrs Doodson 
said there had been no compulsory redun¬ 
dancies and some job gains in the voca¬ 
tional areas. 

She said some staff were continuing at 
the college in other roles. 

Mrs Doodson said: “There is a gap for 
high quality skills development and the 
college is expanding and investing in these 
areas. It wants to ensure young people and 
adults are better equipped with the skills 
and knowledge they need to contribute to 
the local economy through self employ¬ 
ment, or to meet demand from local em¬ 
ployers who have skills gaps.” 

The college has reassured students that 
A-levels are not the only qualifications 
that lead to university places. 

Mrs Doodson said: “All our students 
who take BTEC and other vocational 
courses who want to go to university are 
able to secure good places at good univer¬ 
sities. We hear from universities that they 
think BTEC students are well prepared 
with well rounded study skills. 

“Some of our qualifications, including 
sport and teacher training are equivalent 
to degrees.” North Shropshire College is 
investing in higher level programmes to 
meet what is recognised as a shortage of 
high level technical skills in some areas. 

The principal said: “New programmes 
will strengthen the existing portfolio 
which covers accounting business, media, 
sport, teacher training, animal manage¬ 
ment, beauty, motor vehicle, construction 
and wildlife and countryside.”

Three peaks 
walk raises 
£5,000 for 
patient care 

A TEAM of walkers has raised £5,000 
to help improve care for patients at 
the end of their life. 

The walkers took on the Three 
Peaks Challenge in under 24 hours 
for the Swan Fund at The Shrews¬ 
bury and Telford Hospital NHS Trust 
which runs the Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital and the Princess Royal Hos¬ 
pital in Telford. 

The team from SJ Roberts Con¬ 
struction and Lowfield Timber 
Frames, based in Marton, between 
Shrewsbury and Welshpool, tackled 
the highest peaks in England, Scot¬ 
land and Wales for the fundraiser. 

The nine walkers, supported by 
two drivers, started at the base of Ben 
Nevis in Scotland before going on to 
tackle Scafell Pike in the Lake Dis¬ 
trict and finishing on top of Snowdon 
in Wales 21-and-a- half hours later, 
raising around £5,500 in the process. 

Oliver Heighway, a buyer with the 
SJR Group, which runs SJ Roberts 
Construction and Lowfield Timber 
Frames, said: “The Three Peaks Chal¬ 
lenge was a really enjoyable experi¬ 
ence for all of us. 

“It was tough going at times, but 
we received incredible support from 
people all along the way which kept 
us going.” 

SJ Roberts Construction was also 
involved in the £1.89 million refur¬ 
bishment of facilities for bereaved 
families at the Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital, which was officially opened 
last December. 

The company was so moved by the 
work to improve care for those at the 
end of their life that they made a do¬ 
nation towards a special bereavement 
garden at the new Swan Bereavement 
Suite before deciding to tackle the 
Three Peaks Challenge for the Swan 
Fund. 


Police operation brings 
criminal gang to justice

A DETERMINED undercover po¬ 
lice operation unearthed an or¬ 
ganised criminal gang prepared 
to use weapons to inflict vio¬ 
lence and terrorise their victims. 

The gang are now starting jail sentences 
totalling more than 56 years as a judge 
praised the police and said their work had 
prevented serious harm to many people and 
their property. 

One of the men is from Chirk, near 
Oswestry. 

“The focussed, determined and hugely 
effective covert operation - Operation Tri¬ 
meter - targeted the activities of a crimi¬ 
nal gang operating in North East Wales,” 
Judge Geraint Walters, told Mold Crown 
Court. 

“They formed part of an underworld 
which operated beneath the radar.” 

The head of the gang which terrorised 
people, including one family forced to flee 
their home, was jailed for 14 years. 

William Smith, 45, was hired to intimi¬ 
date the family who had to leave home for 
their own safety. 

Smith’s 10-strong gang received sen¬ 
tences ranging from 18 months to 10 years. 

Judge Walters said: “The evidence the 
police managed to unearth during the op¬ 
eration, established that an organised gang 
was operating in that part of Wales whose 
activities involved, among other things, 
supplying drugs, carrying out beatings, and 
inflicting damage to property.” 

Smith and 10 others admitted a series of 
offences. 

Daniel Michael Goodwin, 24, of Ash 
Grove, Chirk, admitted transferring ammu¬ 
nition to a prohibited person and was given 
two years in jail.

Superfast link 
'remains on track' 

A SCHEME to deliver superfast 
broadband to 655,000 premises in 
Wales is on schedule - despite resi¬ 
dents claiming it is going to miss its 
summer deadline and fears of changes 
post-Brexit. 

The Superfast Cymru contract 
was set up to connect 96 per cent of 
businesses and homes excluded from 
commercial roll-out and the project 
has so far reached 581,000 premises 
across Wales, according to BT and the 
Welsh Government. Concerns have 
been raised from residents in rural 
areas of Mid Wales about the deadline 
being met, although Superfast Cymru 
insisted it was “on track”. 

The latest Welsh Government fig¬ 
ures from March showed only 57 per 
cent of eligible customers in Powys 
are connected. However, BT and the 
Welsh Government said the original 
contract in on schedule and testing 
and verification will be carried out 
during the summer. 

999 air service to 
increase operation 

A FOURTH air ambulance will be in¬ 
troduced in Wales making it the big¬ 
gest operation in the UK. 

The Wales Air Ambulance said it 
will introduce a new helicopter in 
Cardiff to add to its current bases in 
Welshpool, Llanelli and Caernarfon. 

Angela Hughes, Wales Air Ambu¬ 
lance chief executive, said: “It’s al¬ 
ways been our vision to expand our 
fleet so we can help more patients, and 
to have a base in Cardiff. Although 
the city has a full transport infra¬ 
structure, its success as a commercial 
capital means air transfer to hospital 
can be the quickest way to convey 
patients. Subject to a successful six- 
month trial period, the fourth helicop¬ 
ter and its Cardiff satellite base will 
become a permanent new resource for 
the Wales Air Ambulance.” 


Doubts over libraries S!& 


lead to isolation fears

RURAL communities losing their 
library services could lead to 
health problems caused by social 
isolation, it has been claimed. 

Councillor Viola Evans has spoken 
of the importance libraries have on 
rural communities, following the con¬ 
clusion of Powys County Council’s 
consultation on library services on 
Sunday. 

She said many people who used commu¬ 
nity libraries included children and elderly 
people who relied on them for access to 
computers and in some cases to see people. 

The authority is looking to save £250,000 
on the cost of running library services over 
the next three years. 

Councillor Evans, who is town and 
county councillor for Llanfair Caereinion, 
said: “A rural community losing its library 
service could be absolutely detrimental. 

“There are children who use Llanfair’s 
library who don’t have computers at home, 
and then there are the elderly who also 
don’t have a computer but use one at the 
library to send emails to their friends and 
family, then come back the following day to 
read their reply. Their visits to the library 
could be the only time they talk to some¬ 
body all week, losing the library would only 
make the problem of social isolation worse, 
which of course contributes towards peo¬ 
ple’s health and wellbeing.” 

Councillor Graham Brown, cabinet mem¬ 
ber responsible for libraries, said: “Powys 
libraries are highly regarded by residents 
and what we are trying to do via this exer¬ 
cise is look at all options and invite propos¬ 
als, views and ideas so we can find new and 
innovative ways to keep them open wher¬ 
ever possible.”

A HORSE had to be rescued 
after falling into a pit in Mid 
Wales.

A spokesman for Mid & West 
Wales Fire Service said: “We 
were called to one male horse 
which had fallen into a vehicle 
inspection pit inside one of the 
farm buildings. 

“It was rescued using me¬ 
chanical lifting equipment from 
Shropshire Fire and Rescue Ser¬ 
vice.” 

They shared pictures of the 
rescue on social networking site 
Twitter. 

The crews were called at 
7.45pm on Sunday. 

The animal was freed by 
9.45pm. 

It was then taken back into 
the fields by its owners.

SCAMMERS have been using cold 
calls and high-pressure sales tactics 
on victims in Mid Wales. 

Powys County Council said that 
a number of incidents have been re¬ 
ported in the county in recent days. 

Councillor John Powell, cabinet 
member for Trading Standards, said: 
“Scams come in a variety of guises 
and we see new ones emerging all the 
time. However, there are common 
hallmarks to every scam and we’re 
keen to show people what to look 
out for so they don’t fall prey to a 
fraudster. Reporting suspicious offers 
and incidents of fraud is vital to get¬ 
ting scams closed down. If you think 
you’ve been contacted by a con artist 
or have been the victim of scam, seek 
advice and report it to the authori¬ 
ties.” 

Clive Jones, the council’s profes¬ 
sional lead for Trading Standards, 
said: “Scams are more common than 
most people realise and every day we 
hear from people who have lost money 
to a con-artist. Some scams are one- 
offs that persuade you to part with a 
lump sum, while others go after your 
personal details so they can access 
your money or copy your identity.”

AM urges mobile phone 
firm to speed up plans

ONE of the country’s largest mo¬ 
bile phone providers has been 
told it must speed up plans to 
improve “unreliable or non-ex¬ 
istent” signal coverage in the re¬ 
gion. 

Russell George, Assembly Member 
for Montgomeryshire, has called on 
Vodafone to expedite its plans to im¬ 
prove mobile coverage in Mid Wales 
at a meeting with the operator in the 
Senedd. 

The newly appointed Welsh Conserva¬ 
tive spokesman for the economy met the 
mobile phone provider to hear about its 
plans to improve the coverage and capacity 
of their network in Mid Wales. Mr George 
said investment in “world class” mobile in¬ 
frastructure is crucial for people and local 
businesses. He said: “Mobile phones have 
become an essential part of people’s lives 
and investment in world class mobile in¬ 
frastructure is fundamental for Mid Wales 
to compete with its urban counterparts. It 
is still a bugbear of mine that residents in 
Cardiff enjoy superfast 4G mobile coverage 
while many residents in rural Montgom¬ 
eryshire still suffer with unreliable 2G or 
non-existent mobile services.” 

Graham Dunn, senior government af¬ 
fairs manager at Vodafone added: “As part 
of our major nationwide investment plan, 
we are improving the coverage and capac¬ 
ity of our network across the UK, including 
in Montgomeryshire. Our plans will mean 
that the majority of people are able to ac¬ 
cess the benefits of the mobile internet. In 
order to deliver these improvements, we 
need a number of factors to be in place, in¬ 
cluding planning permission, agreements 
with landlords and good quality connec¬ 
tions into the rest of the network from BT 
Openreach.”

Skills group 
looking for 
reassurance 
on EU funds 

THE organisation that represents 
work-based learning providers in 
Wales is calling on Prime Minister 
David Cameron to confirm that the 
UK Government will compensate for 
any loss of European funding current¬ 
ly invested in the country following 
the Brexit vote. 

The National Training Federa¬ 
tion for Wales (NTfW), which has 
more than 100 members with links 
to 35,000 employers across Wales, is 
calling on the UK Government and 
Westminster politicians to ensure the 
delivery of pre-referendum pledges 
that there will be no reduction in 
money spent in Wales. 

The NTfW supports First Minister 
Carwyn Jones’s urgent call for clarity 
from the Prime Minister and has writ¬ 
ten to David Cameron to seek clarifi¬ 
cation. 

Between 2014-20, the Welsh Gov¬ 
ernment had planned to invest £245 
million of EU funds to support peo¬ 
ple into work and raise skills through 
programmes such as apprenticeships, 
REACT, Bridges into Work, Working 
Skills for Adults and Upskilling @ 
work. 

In the same period, £95m of EU 
funds was scheduled to have been 
invested to support young people 
through programmes such as Jobs 
Growth Wales and Traineeships. 

Interim chairperson Sarah John 
met minister for skills and science 
Julie James on Wednesday for im¬ 
portant talks with the aim of allay¬ 
ing employers’ fears about the future 
funding of work-based learning pro¬ 
grammes. 

Mrs John said: “We share the 
Welsh Government’s disappointment 
with the referendum result and un¬ 
derstand that the UK leaving the EU 
will have significant impact on the 
availability of funding for the delivery 
of its skills policy, supported by Euro¬ 
pean funding.”

Redundancy 
notices given 
to workers 

REDUNDANCY notices have been 
issued to 60 Shropshire Council staff 
with more than 150 others the subject 
of consultation. 

And the council has revealed it is 
selling off millions of pounds of de¬ 
velopment land and buildings in an 
effort to boost funds. 

The authority, which has made 
1,119 workers redundant over the 
last three years, said that the latest 
figures include voluntary and compul¬ 
sory redundancies. 

They are made up of 17 workers 
being made redundant from the coun¬ 
cil itself, and 43 from schools. 

Another 73 council jobs are the sub¬ 
ject of a 45-day consultation period, 
along with 99 members of school staff. 

Last month Shropshire Council re¬ 
vealed it had spent £18.6 million on 
redundancies in the past few years, 
with 1,119 workers leaving the au¬ 
thority. 

It said that 72 per cent of the job 
losses had come through voluntary 
redundancy. 

The council’s chief executive, Clive 
Wright, said the redundancies have 
saved the council £160 million and 
would result in further savings of £90 
million each and every year in the fu¬ 
ture. He said: “Since 2009, Shropshire 
Council has had to save £146 million 
due to significant government funding 
cuts. 

“Like all councils, we’re faced with 
the need to make further substantial 
savings in the coming years and by 
2020/21 we estimate that we’ll need 
to save a further £77 million.” 

Councillor Alan Mosley, leader of 
the council’s Labour group, claimed 
the notices are evidence of the reduc¬ 
tion in council services. 

He said: “This is yet more evidence 
of the direction of Shropshire Council 
and the massive erosion of services 
that are in place. 

“It will soon be the case that 
Shropshire Council withdraws from 
everything that it does that does not 
have an actual statutory responsibil¬ 
ity for and those service are reduced 
to the minimum.”

Trader upset 
over theft 
from her stall 

A MARKET trader has said she will be 
ramping up her business’s security meas¬ 
ures after thieves stole about £80 from 
her stall. 

Carol Brennan, owner of the Kitchen 
Cafe at Oswestry Market, has spoken of 
her upset after her business fell victim to 
the thieves after it was closed up for the 
day on June 24. 

Ms Brennan said the cafe closed up at 
3pm - an hour before the market closes 
at 4pm, and believes the theft happened 
at about 3.30pm. She estimates her busi¬ 
ness has lost about £100 in total, with 
£50 taken from her till, as well as money 
taken from a tips jar and coins in two pint 
glasses. Items of food were also taken, in¬ 
cluding four packs of bacon, sausages and 
milk. 

“The amount isn’t huge but a loss of 
any sum affects a small business, that’s 
our profit gone and of course it doesn’t 
feel very nice, and I don’t want to be sus¬ 
picious of everyone and judge people but 
I will have to be more diligent and watch 
out,” she said. 

“Where we are is quite open, so I’m 
going to look into getting some shutters 
so that once we’re closed, nobody could 
help themselves. “It’s a shame because 
we’ve been at the market for four years 
now and we’ve never had a theft before, 
so we have been lucky until now. 

Ms Brennan said after hearing about 
the theft, another trader in the market 
said they had noticed two “strange peo¬ 
ple” walking around the market. 

She said: “The man was putting stuff 
in a bag, and apparently the woman was 
watching out for him. 

“When the trader approached them, he 
said they were quite intimidating. I be¬ 
lieve the pair are in their early 20s.”

Light at end of tunnel for 
electricity supply problem

IT has been blamed for job loss¬ 
es and the relocation of existing 
businesses. 

But now a major step is being taken 
to increase the electricity capacity in 
towns across north Shropshire, includ¬ 
ing Oswestry, Wem and Whitchurch. 

Scottish Power (SP) Energy Networks, 
which is behind the project, says the up¬ 
grade will help support existing and new 
businesses as well as new residential devel¬ 
opments being built in the area. 

The investment will see a new 132,000 
volt overhead wooden pole power line built 
between Oswestry and Wem. 

The proposal is to build a new line be¬ 
tween Oswestry substation at the A5/A495 
roundabout, and Wem substation in Elles¬ 
mere Road on the western side of Wem. 

The firm plans to build the new overhead 
line using a wood pole Trident design - each 
of the poles are about 12 metres high. 

Several consultation events are being 
held in the region in July to allow residents 
to find out more about the scheme. 

Mayor of Oswestry Councillor Paul 
Milner said: “I welcome Scottish Power’s 
investment into the local area, which is 
certainly needed with new housing and de¬ 
velopments planned as well as local busi¬ 
nesses. This investment supports local 
development, improving our infrastructure. 

“I encourage members of the public to go 
along to the consultation events and have 
their say, and raise any concerns or ques¬ 
tions they may have.” 

SP Energy Networks says the move will 
help attract business and housing invest¬ 
ment and hopes to submit an application 
for a development consent order to allow 
it to go ahead, with a decision expected by 
2020.

Turbine trial staged 


A TRIAL delivery of giant wind 
turbine parts went smoothly and 
caused “barely any delays” as it 
passed through the Oswestry and 
Welshpool areas, according to de¬ 
velopers. 

Energy firm Awel Newydd carried out a test 
run on Thursday last week of the route it will 
use to transport turbine parts to its Tirgwynt 
wind farm between Carno and Cefn Coch in 
Mid Wales later this month. 

The route saw two abnormal load vehicles 
travel from Wrexham through to Oswestry, 
Pant, Llanymynech and Welshpool, before 
following the A458 and B4385 to the site en¬ 
trance just beyond Cefn Coch. 

The lorries, which did not carry the parts for 
the wind farms, drew crowds as they passed 
through towns and villages. 

Peter Thomas, construction manager at 
Awel Newydd said they had been pleased

with the way the test had gone, but that some 
amendments would be made to the route be¬ 
fore the actual deliveries at the end of July. 

He said: “It was unfortunate that there were 
severe traffic hold-ups on the M6 in the morn¬ 
ing beyond our control and the police advised 
us to delay the journey. Once we were clear of 
those the trip generally went smoothly and 
passed through Welshpool town centre causing 
barely any delays. We identified a few areas on 
the last few miles of the route which will need 
some further adjustments to be implemented 
before the real deliveries start at the end of 
July.” Mr Thomas said the company would 
also be doing all it can to keep people aware 
of changes or delays to the deliveries through 
its website. 

He said: “We updated our website as soon 
as soon as we were aware of the change in 
schedule and that will be the best source of in¬ 
formation for local people as we move through 


the delivery phase.” One Welshpool councillor 
has said she is concerned about the impact the 
deliveries, which begin on July 25, will have 
on tourism. 

Councillor Estelle Bleivas said: “This 
shouldn’t be happening in the first place. 

“If people had come along to Welshpool 
Town Council’s demonstrations and informa¬ 
tion events eight odd years ago this could have 
been stopped, but people accused us of scare- 
mongering and didn’t believe it would happen. 

“Well now it is. 

“These vehicles will be passing through the 
town starting later this month. 

“That’s prime tourist season and this will 
kill it. 

“People won’t want to come back here if 
they’re caught up in this and we’ve worked 
damn hard to encourage people to visit the 
town.” 

Several people took to the streets of Llany¬ 
mynech and Pant and dozens more lined roads 
in Welshpool town centre to catch a glimpse 


of the two huge turbine lorries when they ar¬ 
rived in the region. The convoy of lorries was 
escorted on its route from Goole in East York¬ 
shire to the proposed wind farm site by police. 

Pant resident Ruth Allcock said she was 
“horrified” that the work was going ahead, 
and warned of the effect it would have on the 
village’s roads. 

“It’s going to be complete chaos, this is the 
route to all of Wales’s tourist destinations. 

“It’s already bad enough during the sum¬ 
mer months when it’s the school holidays,” 
she said. 

“This will really affect the roads in the vil¬ 
lage. They’re always having to mend the grids 
because of heavy traffic. What it will do to our 
roads I do not know. What I do know is this 
could’ve been a different story, if we’d have 
been given a bypass.” 

But Welshpool resident Roy Evans, who 
watched the test pass through the region, 
praised energy bosses for their organisation. 
He said: “This has to be done I’m afraid, it’s 


a matter of everyone having patience, then it 
won’t be any trouble. 

“I do think this trial run has been extremely 
well organised, I will give them that. I think 
the key for this to work is for everyone to have 
some patience with it.” 

Along the route were staff from the North 
and Mid Wales Trunk Road Agent who were 
on hand to offer feedback on how it went, and 
ensure it ran smoothly. 

Awel Newydd Cyf altered 12 locations for 
lorries transporting parts to the Tirgwynt 
windfarm near Carno. Sections of the main 
A458, the B4385 and the C2013 were changed, 
with tight corners and some hedges moved to 
facilitate the journey. Developers Awel Newydd 
and RES will now be holding two public infor¬ 
mation events to update people about turbine 
component deliveries. The first will take place 
on Tuesday in Pant Memorial Hall between 
3pm and 7pm, while the second will be held 
on Thursday, at the Newtown campus of the 
NPTC Group, between 3pm and 7pm.

This is for the man or woman impressed by combined 
fuel figures of 54.3mpg and C02 emissions of 139g/km and 
the driver impressed by space and practical motoring. 

Mind you there’s still a top speed of 114mph, 0-62mph in 
10.9seconds and an impressive list of standard equipment 
which includes 19 inch alloys, a rear spoiler with LED inte- 


grated brake lights, front silver skid plates and a chrome 

effect radiator grille. 

The well-spaced six-speed gearbox and automatic four 
wheel drive system make the Tucson easy to drive and han¬ 
dle with plenty of traction and very little corner lean, though 
the steering may not feel quite as precise as some rivals. 

If space is important to you then the Tucson may be just 
what you are looking for because this is the class leader 
with loads of storage space in the cabin, a huge boot and 
comfortable seating for five. 

The 2.0litre CRDi on test would cost you £28,425 but you 
get a lot for your money with an outstanding five year unlim¬ 
ited mileage warranty which includes roadside assistance 
and annual health checks. 

Hyundai is noted for safety levels and the Tucson is no 
exception. There’s a full size alloy spare wheel. AEB emer¬ 
gency braking, ABS, electric parking brake, six airbags, 
downhill brake control, an emergency stop signal, hill start 
assist, an immobiliser, lane keep assist and tyre pressure 
monitoring. 

There’s heated front and rear seats, automatic head¬ 
lights, cornering lights, climate control, electric door mir¬ 
rors, follow-me-home lights, parking sensors, speed limit 
information, a blind spot detection system and rain sensing 
wipers. 

The cabin is functional rather than revolutionary with an 
8inch touchscreen containing the Sat/Nav system, revers¬ 
ing camera, Bluetooth connectivity and all the radio con¬ 
trols. 

If £28,000 is out of your reach there are other, less ex¬ 
pensive models in the range. You could pick from S, SE, 
SE Nav variants and if you don’t need four wheel drive the 
price drops further. 

It’s easy to see why the new Tucson has become Hyun¬ 
dai’s best seller.

That tie is certain to prove a far sterner chal¬ 
lenge - the Cypriots reached the Champions 
League quarter-finals in the 2011/12 season be¬ 
fore bowing out 8-2 on aggregate to Real Madrid. 

Delighted 

The first leg is at Park Hall next Tuesday with 
the return in Nicosia the following week - so 
Harrison was already planning for that tie soon 
after the final whistle blew at the San Marino 
stadium. 

“It was a fantastic result, although it was not 
the best we played,” said the TNS manager after 
the game. 

“We’re delighted to win both legs in a Champi¬ 
ons League tie, but the work for the management 
starts straight away. 

“We’ll go back to the hotel and start watching 
videos of their last three games, and start plan¬ 
ning for next week, so the work doesn’t stop.” 

The Saints, with a 2-1 lead from the first leg, 
made the tie safe with goals from Scott Quigley 
and Aaron Edwards. 

The hosts then had to score four times - and 
that never looked likely as the Saints held a 
tight grip, with substitute Greg Draper breaking 
through to complete the scoring in injury time. 

“Although we were not at our best, we came 
here to win the game, that was the main thing,” 
added Harrison. 


“To score three goals away from home and to 
keep a clean sheet, you can’t ask for any more 
than that. 

“We had the lion’s share of possession without 
creating too many chances. 

“But we knew we would get opportunities and 
it was just a case of taking them which we did. 
The timing of the goals was all-important. 

“To score just before half-time made a big dif¬ 
ference. 

“And to come out for the second half and get a 
second straight away killed the tie.” 

APOEL’s greatest campaign in the European 
competitions saw them get into the knockout 
stages of the 2011-12 Champions League. 

They topped a group containing FC Porto, 
Shakhtar Donetsk and Zenit St Petersburg) to 
make the last 16. 

Then they reached the quarter-finals of the 
competition by putting out Olympique Lyonnais 


on penalties after a 1-1 aggregate draw, becoming 
the only Cypriot club to reach the last eight of the 
Champions League. 

APOEL’s other European competition high¬ 
lights include two further appearances in the 
group stages of the UEFA Champions League in 
2010 and 2015, and the group stages of the UEFA 
Europa League last year. 

They are the only Cypriot club who have 
reached the group stages of both major UEFA 
competitions. 

TNS defender Phil Baker equalled the Welsh 
Premier League record for full European appear¬ 
ances when playing in the Saints’ win at Tre 
Penne. 

The 34-year-old joined Gary Lloyd on 29 starts, 
although TNS midfielder Scott Ruscoe has made 
28 full and two substitute appearances, so has ac¬ 
tually played in more games than either of the 
other two.
